Chairman Caffery asked if we had a quorum and we did.

Chairman Caffery stated that public comments can be made at any time in the meeting prior to action on any agenda
item upon which a vote is to be taken.

Chairman Caffery opened the floor for nominations for the slate of officers for 2022.

Commissioner Ray Mayet nominated the current slate of officers for 2022. Chairman Hugh Caffery asked for any
other nominations, and there were none.

2022. Motion carried unanimously.

Moved by Vice-Chairman Gene Harrell, seconded by Secretary/Treasurer Greg Nolan to approve the accounts
payable report. Motion carried unanimously.

Moved by Commissioner Francis Richard, seconded by Commissioner Lance Authement to approve the finance
report for January 2022. Motion carried unanimously.

Mr. Malbrough reported that the pump station is still pumping with 3 pumps. Pump #2 is being repaired and is
expected to be reinstalled the first week of March.

Mr. Malbrough reported that the Bayou operations are still moving forward with Hurricane Ida clean up.

Mrs. Wendy Thibodaux, Lafourche Parish Assessor, gave a presentation on expected revenue loss for the District,
as a result of Hurricane Ida.

Mr. Ryan Perque discussed the expected appointment of Mrs. Stephanie Hebert and the reappointment of Dr. Justin
Tenney to the Friends of Bayou Lafourche Board of Directors and asked for the Boards approval.

Mr. Malbrough reported the updates to the Pump Capacity Improvements Project (PCIP). The mandatory pre-bid
took place last week and was well attended. The bid opening is scheduled for April 14, 2022.

Mr. Malbrough stated that the Weir Removal Project is now complete, with the installation of the floating boat
docks.

Mr. Malbrough gave an update on Hurricane lda clean-up.

Mr. Malbrough discussed Amendment No. 2 to the Hurricane Ida Emergency Debris Removal Services Contract
with DRC Emergency Services, LLC to continue Debris Removal from Lockport to Larose and asked the Board for
authorization to execute.

Moved by Commissioner Chris Domangue, seconded by Vice-Chairman Gene Harrell to authorize the execution of
Amendment No. 2 with DRC Emergency Services, LLC as presented. Motion carried unanimously.

Mr. Ryan Perque gave an update on the Friends of Bayou Lafourche as follows:
